The John Blackleach who wrote this treatise (I discovered in the British Library in 2002) 
probably is #3 in Chapter 3 of BIA, the earliest Blackledge thus far found in American colonial 
records. Our John Blackleach was wealthy, well educated, noted for his efforts to Christianize 
American Indians_having written several sermons for their edification, and engaged in many 
commercial sea voyages after arriving in New England in 1630. In the treatise he mentions 
having been on a great journey in the previous 4 years and, thus, having no part in the trial and 
execution of Charles I. 

In any case, I'm delighted to have all 90 pages of this treatise by a prominent 16th century 
Blackleach.

"Endeavors aiming at the glory of God, that Peace and Truth may meet together; wherein is 
continued the excellency, benefit and necessity of good Government and Governors. A loving 
reply to Mr. William Prynne's speech made to the House of Commons and afterwards 
published. ...etc." by John Blackleach., London, printed by John 
Macock for the author, & are to be sold in Popeshead Alley Jan 28 1656. 

I think you would find this pamphlet interesting, but probably too long for our discussion group. 
On page 63, he approves of John Goodwin's book, "The Defense of the Honorable Sentence 
passed upon the late king by the High Court of Justice." 

Unfortunately, it was going to cost too much to have a copy made and I didn't have time to do it 
myself. 

John arrived in Boston in 1630 and was taking a son back to England for his education when he 
wrote this. I think he probably was trying to curry favor with the current government & get his 
son off to a good start with those in power. 

Incidentally, during this cold February 2000 visit, at the Guildhall Library, I also was able to don 
gloves and hold the actual book recording the christening of a maternal ancestor at Austin Friars 
Reformed Dutch Church of London, on 2 Feb 1602. Oh, to be 50 years younger with time to visit 
the places one now can learn about on line!
